The allowed claims of the instant application are patentably 
distinct over the claims of U.S. Patent No. 4, 985, 422 commonly 
assigned by Glaxo Group Limited , England of similar, but different 
inventive entity because the imidazole ring herein involves a 
ring carbon-to-acyclic carbon attachment wherein the involved
